ting  his  gospel  many  years  afterwards,  and  aflor 
St.  Paul  had  fully  proclaimed  the  doctrine,  his 
faithful  memory  retained  several  expressions  of 
Christ,  referring  to  the  resurrection  in  the  high¬ 
est  and  most  important  sense  of  the  woni.  But 
he  yet  frequently  speaks  of  the  resurrebtion  in 
that  lower  sense,  in  which  (he  other  evangelists 
speak  ;  being  careful  to  distinguish  the  old  sense 
of  the  word  by  the  term  resurrection  simply  ;  and 
the  new  and  the  most  im|)ortant  sense,  by  tbs 
phrase  “  resurrection  in  the  Inst  d.ay.” 

The  etymology  of  the  word  anaslasis,  resurrwo- 
tion,  will  answer  both  these  senses.  In  the  sene* 
of  the  f  rst  three  evangelists,  nnastasis  means,  a 
living  again ;  or  entering  upon  a  new  mode  ofli- 
ring  ;  in  the  sense  of  Paul,  anastasis  means  a 
rising  up  from  some  lower  world  to  heaven.  Tbs 
word  resurrection  sometimes  also  means  in  ths 
Scriptures,  a  moral  resurrectiou  of  au  individual 
or  comrannicy  from  sin  to  holiness.  There  are 
olhei  senses  of  this  word,  but  these  three  are  tbe 
chief  senses  in  which  the  word  is  found  in  Scrip¬ 
ture. 

It  is  in  the  first  of  these  senses,  namely,  “a 
living  again,”  or  “entering  upon  a  new  m^e  of 
being,”  in  which  the  word  resuireciion  is  to  be 
understood  in  the  account  of  our  Saviour’s  coi>- 
ference  with  the  Satiducees.  When  the  evangeW 
ists  say,  that  ‘{the  Sadducees  deny  there  is  any 
resurrection,”  they  mean  to  be  understood,  thal 
the  Saddurees  deny  “  that  the  sr.ul  exists  sepn- 
rate  from  the  body.”  The  Pharisees,  wo  know 
from  Scripture,  and  from  Josephns  and  other 
authors,  believed  that  the  spirit  of  man,  wheaao- 
paralcd  fromthe  body,  does  not  lose  its  coosetous- 
ness,  but  retires  immediately  to  hades.  In  this 
respect  the  Sadducees  were  entirely  differeot 
from  them,  as  we  are  informed  Acts  xxiii :  8, 
“the  Sadducees  say  that  there  is  no  resurree- 
lioD,”  that  is,  there  is  no  separate  and  cnnsciooa 
state  of  existence  of  tbe  soul ;  “  neither  angel 
nor  spirit,  but  the  Pharisees  confess  both.” 

It  ia  very  necessary  that  the  readers  of  thie 
discou'se  should  well  fix  in  their  minds  wliat  has 
now  beenViid,  with  respect  to  the  meaning  of  the 
term  resuneetion,  as  used  in  this  conference  with 
the  Sadducees.  If  it  should  be  inquired  whetbei 
the  evangelists  are  not  to  be  understood  as  char¬ 
ging  the  Sadducees  with  denying  the  general  re¬ 
surrection  in  the  last  day. as  preached  by  Paul? 

I  readily  answer,  no.  They  can  not  be  said  k) 
deny  what  they  had  never  heard  of,  nor  thought 
of;  what  the  Pharisees  themselves  knew  nothing 
about ;  or  the  disciples  of  cur  Lord  knew  nothing 
about,  at  the  time  of  this  Conference.  The  ex¬ 
tent  of  the  Sadducees’  unbelief,  is  (heir  denial  of 
a  separate  state  of  conscious  existence  for  thti 
disembodied  spirit.  They  said  as  stated  by  Lukn 
in  Acts  xxiii :  8,  there  were  no  angelic  spirits  in 
heeven,  and  no  human  spirits  in  (he  undeiworld. 

That  the  term  s/xin'f,  as  used  .\ci8  xxiii :  8,  has 
the  meaning  of  the  disembodied  spiiit  of  man. 
naay  be  certainly  inferred  from  many  testimonleo 
of  Scripture;  but  particularly  from  what  is  aaid 
Luke  xxiv  :  36-39,  “  .\nd  as  they  thus  spake, 
Jesus  hims.cir’ — being  now  returned  in  spirit 

from  the  underworld,  and  in  body  from  the  grave _ 

in  ihat  twolbld  nature,  “  stood  in  the  midst  of 
them,  and  saith  unto  them.  Peace  be  unto  yon. 
Bin  they  were  terrified  and  affrighted,  and  sup¬ 
posed  they  had  seen  a  spirit.  And  ho  s.iiil  unto 
them.  Why  are  ye  troubled  ?  *nnd  why  do  [anx¬ 
ious]  thoughts  arise  in  youi  hearts?  Behold  my 
hands  and  my  feet,  that  it  is  I  myself.  Haadle 
me  and  see,  fora  spirit  hath  not  flesh  and  bones 
as  ye  sec  me  have.”  It  seems  from  this  account, 
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that  the  disciples  wlij  knew  that  Jesus  liad  gone  ||  (who  were  prohably  nil  dead)  besides  the  non-  which  describe  the  torinenis  of  the  damned  ;  and

They  believe  that  there  is 
a  never  ending  hell,  whose  smoke  of  torment, 
and  the  undying  wails  of  whose  inmates  must  as¬ 
cend  up  forever  and  ever,  to  mar  the  works  of 
God’s  hands.  They  believe  that  ji.iradise  is  a 
wildernotis,  and  that  iic'.l  is  populous.  They 
believe  that  “citlier  man  must  lose  his  identity 
and  go  to  heaven  without  remembering  wliom  he 
knew  and  loved  in  life,  or  he  must  lose  his  sym¬ 
pathy,  become  ajiostate  to  all  his  better  feelings, 
and  sec  without  pain  or  |)ity  many  given  over  to 
despair  with  whom  on  earth  he  walked  indenrest 
friendship;  he  must  approve  the  sentence,  nay, 
some  maintain  he  must  see  its  execution  witji 
tiiumph,  which  may  consign  his  nearest  and  dear¬ 
est  to  endless  dninnaiion.” 

Such  is  the  belief  of  our  opponents,  and  if 
true,  how  far  preferable  would  it  be,  were  death 
■n  “eternal  sleep,”  and  were  annihilation  our 
certain  doom  !  But  thanks  be  to  our  Father  in 
heaven,  such  is  not  the  doctrine  of  revelation. 

“  God  is  love  ;  and  he  so  loved  the  world,  that  he 

f;aTO  his  only  begotten  Son,  tiiat  whosoever  bc- 
ieveihoii  him  sliould  not  perish,  but  have  ever¬ 
lasting  life  :  for  God  sent  not  his  Son  into  the 
world  to  condemn  rhe  world,  but  (hat  the  world 
through  him  might  bo  s.ive(l.”  “  Jehovah  is 
full  of  compassion,  slow  to  anger  and  of  great 
mercy.  Jehovah  is  cood  to  all ;  and  his  tender 
mercies  arc  over  all  his  woiks.  All  thy  works 
do  praise  thee,  O  Jelinvali:  and  thy  saints  shall 
bless  thee.”  “The  Lord  God  is  merciful  and 
gracious,  long  suil'tiAing,  and  abundant  in  good¬ 
ness  and  (ruth,  kce|)ing  mercy  for  thousands,  for¬ 
giving  iiiiquily,  transgression,  and  sin.”  “  Like 
as  a  father  pitieth  his  children,  so  hath  the  Lord 
compassion  on  them  that  fear  him  :  for  ho  kcow- 
eth  our  frame ;  he  rememberetU  that  we  are 
dust.” 

God’s  anger  we  are  told  is  not  an  everlasting 
anger.  “His  nngcrrndurcth  but  fora  moment.” 
“  He  will  not  always  chide,  neither  will  he  keep 
his  anger  forever.”  “  Hath  God  forgotten  to  be 
gracious;  hath  he  in  anger  shut  up  his  tender 
mercies  ?”  “  I  will  not  contend  forever,  neither 

will  I  be  always  wroth  :  for  the  spirit  should  fail 
before  me,  aud  the  souls  vvhich  I  have  made.” 

What  mean  these  passages,  and  many  others 
of  like  import,  that  might  be  quoted  from  Holy 
Writ?  Do  they  prove  that  He  who  made  us, 
and  hath  placed  us  in  a.  world  as  beautiful  as  this, 
where  we  are  to  sojoiiin  only  for  a  brief  period, 
has  also  constructed  another  h.ibiiniion  beyond 
the  grave,  where  wc  are  to  dwell  for  countless 
ages  io  agony  an<l  never  ending  despair?  Rea¬ 
son,  no  less  than  Revelation  forbids  and  repu¬ 
diates  such  a  thought ! 

I  will  now  very  briefly  state  my  reasons  for  re¬ 
jecting  the  belief,  that  we  receive  in  this  life  the 
entire  punishment  for  our  sins.  We  are  told 
that  nothing  that  is  “  unclean,  or  maketh  a  lie," 
can  enter  into  heaven,  while  in  a  stale  of  sio. 
Take  for  example,  the  sensualist,  the  hypocrite, 
or  the  profane  man,  going  down  to  the  tomb  with 
ail  their  sin  upon  their  souls  ;  they  surely  are  not 
promised  eternal  life  upon  their  spirit’s  leaving 
its  earthly  tenement.  And  if,  as  some  maintain, 
gt  dgaih  we  ate  “  changed  io  the  twinkling  of  an 


seoenty  of  which  it  clearly  means  limited  dura 
lion.”  In  the  Old  Tesiamenl  it  also  is  used  in 
many  cases  in  the  same  manner.  See  Geii.  xvii : 

8,  13,  and  19.  Ex.  xxi:  1-G.  Eccl.  i:  4.  Num. 
XXV :  13. 

The  phrase  “  everlasting  fire”  is  repeatedly 
applied  to  future  punishment  in  .Scripture.  Now 
since  fire  which  consumes  or  decomposes  other 
perishable  matters,  is  itself ofn  perishable  nature, 
it  clearly  intimates  a  li.'uitaiion  of  the  period  of 
lime.  “  Fire  unquenchable,”  “  file  not  lo  be 
quenched,  ”  is  also  used  in  many  places  where  j 
it  can  not  be  literal.  Tints  Jeremiah  (xvj  :  27,) 
threatens  the  Jews,  in  the  name  of  God,  “  then 
will  I  kindle  a  fire  io  the  gales  (of  Jerusalem.) 
and  it  shall  devour  the  palaces  thereof,  and  it 
shall  not  be  quenched.”  See  also  Isaiah  xxxiv: 

9,  etc. 

We  thus  see  that  the  scriptural  representations 
of  future  punishment  are  not  literal;  “if  there 
is  a  lake  of  fire,  there  can  not  be  a  gnawing  worm ; 
if  it  is  the  blackness  of  darkness,  it  can  not  be  a 
flaming  deluge  of  fire;  if  it  is  death  aud  destruc¬ 
tion,  literally,  it  cannot  be  sensible  pain;  if  it 
is  the  loss  of  the  soul,  it  can  not  be  the  suffering 
of  the  soul :  and  yet  all  these  representations  are 
used  to  describe  future  misery.” 

The  expression  “  their  worm  dieth  not,  and 
the  file  is  not  quenched,”  is  one  of  the  strongest 
applied  to  future  punishment.  Now  it  has  been 
argued  by  Prof.  Edwards,  a  Calvinist,  that  “if 
ever  (he  lime  comes  when  (heir  worm  shall  die; 
if  ever  there  shall  be  a  quenching  ofthe  fire  atall ; 
then  it  is  not  true,  that  their  worm  dieth  not, 
and  the  fire  is  not  quenched.”  And  the  argu¬ 
ment  might  be  as  conclusive  as  it  is  plausible, 
were  it  not  for  a  passage  in  the  Old  Testament, 
which  applies  the  same  language  to  a  punishment 
confessedly  temporary.  It  is  the  closing  passage 
of  Isaiah.  “  and  they  shall  go  forth”— that  is  from 
Jerusalem,  and  probably  to  the  valley  of  Jehosh- 
apbat  where  it  is  well  known,  that  carcases 
were  thrown,  and  an  almost  perpetual  fire  kept  to 
consume  them — “  And  they  shall  go  forth  and 
shall  look  upon  the  carcases  of  the  men  who 
hove  transgressed  against  me ;  for  their  worm 
shall  not  die,  neither  shall  their  fire  Iff;  quench¬ 
ed,  and  they  shall  be  an  abhorring  lo  all  flesh.”  * 

But  as  our  opponents  will  allow  no  modifica¬ 
tion  to  the  terms  “eternal,”  “unquenchable,” 
(hey  must  allow  us  to  adhere  also  without  re¬ 
striction  to  those  texts  which  declare  God  will 
have  all  men  to  be  saved,  and  also  to  the  literal 
representations  of  death,  destruction,  loss  of  the 
soul,  or  in  other  words  annihilation.  And  will 
they  consent  to  this?  Ah,  no!  neither  do  we 
ask  it,  though  we  might  with  consistency,  did 
we  resort  to  the  subterfuges  in  which  tAcy  indulge. 

All  just  punishment  is  corrective,  nut  vindie-

believing  the  sacred  Scriptures,  and  in  JesiiSk 
Our  life,  then,  is  a  blessiog— that  is,  it  is  a  thing  tt> 
be  desired.  Now  ihequestiorr  is,  whether,  when 
it  is  so  difficult  to  form  the  character,  rvhich  its 
required  for  future  happiness;  when  it  is  so  pos¬ 
sible  to  fail ;  when  the  unerring  Scriptures  aiw 
so  full  of  awful  warnings;  whether  any  ratimial 
being  would  desire  existence,  on  the  terrible  cim- 
dilion,  that  if  he  did  once  fail,  he  would  fail  for¬ 
ever — that  if  he  did  fail,  in  this  short  life,  he  must 
sink  into  a  helpless,  remediless,  everlasting  wo  ? 
The  word  eternity  passes  easily  from  our  lips, 
but  consider  what  it  imports — consider  it  deeply 
and  then  say — who  would  think  it  a  favor  to  taks 
so  tremendous  a  risk  ?  Could  any  one  of  us 
have  been  brought  into  being,  for  one  momeoi, 
in  the  maturity  of  his  faculties,  to  decide  on  such 
a  proposal;  to  decide  whether  he  should  take 
such  a  haxard  ;  surely  he  would  make  the  re¬ 
fusal,  with  a  strength  of  emotion,  with  a  horror 
of  feeting,  that  would  be  enough  to  destroy  as  U 
p.issed  over  him.  ‘No!  No  !*  be  would  exclairtv 
*  save  me  from  that  trial ;  let  me  be  nothing  that 
I  was;  there  alleast  is  safety — save  rue  from  tiN 
paths  of  life,  that  conduct  such  multitudes — and 
why  not  me  ?— down  to  everlasting  and  everliv- 
ing  death  ?” 

Now,  let  me  ask.  Can  it  be  that  the  all  power*- 
ful  and  infinitely  benevolent  God*  has  brought 
beings  into  existence  in  circumstances  that  da- 
serve  (u  be  thus  regarded  ?  that  he  has  given 
them  life  so  fated,  so  pcnloiis,  that  if  they  could 
comprehend  it— if  it  were  not  for  their  ignorance 
—they  would  abhor  the  gift  as  an  infinite  curse? 

But  such  are  not  the  circumstances  uodei 
which  wc  are  placed.  He  who  thought  man  wo»» 
ihy  of  creation,  thinks  him  worthy  of  preservin;^ 
and  of  preserving  too,  good  and  happy.  The 
finite  and  imperfect  beings  of  earth,  whose  life 
is  but  n  span,  can  never  merit,  and  will  never  re¬ 
ceive  infinite  and  uirending  punishment  for  the 
few  short  days  or  years  of  sin  in  which  they  may 
here  indulge. 

According  to  the  “  orthodox”  opinion,  “hell 
is  not  merely  a  region  of  unutterable  horror, 
where  wretches  writhe  in  eternal  torture,  but  aim 
a  region  of  boundless  sin.  of  malignant  wioked- 
ness,  of  hopeless  corruption,  of  vilest  affections, 
and  of  basest  passions.  If  the  doctrine  of  etev- 
iial  torment  be  true,  no  such  attribute  as  divirte 
mercy  can  have  being  ;  if  this  doctrine  be  true, 
a  God  of  goodness  is  a  fiction  of  imagination,  the 
creation  of  a  brain-sick  enthusiasm,  the  dream  of 
amiable  but  unfounded  hopes.  It  is  of  no  pur¬ 
pose  to  qualify  these  things  :  there  is  no  room  in 
the  same  universe  for  a  good  God  and  an  eternal 
hell :  if  this  doctrine  be  true  the  past  is  a  wreck, 
and  the  future  a  curse.  To  such  a  condition  oT 
existence,  annihilation  were  a  preferable  alterna¬ 
tive.  It  were  better  that  the  brain  abonld  at  on« 
moulder  with  the  thoughtless  sod,  than  be  los- 
tured  with  the  wilderinge  of  everlasting contrv

The  object  of  slander  is  generally  some  partie- 
olar  character,  either  male  or  female,  who  main¬ 
tains  some  high  or  commaiHling  state  in  the .

But  finding  that  he 
had  utterly  lost  our  confidence,  and  being  advised  by  onr 
brethren  at  the  East  to  retire  from  the  ministry,  he 
again  renounced  Universalisro  for  Calvinism,  and  b 
now  a  travelling  misaionary  to  abuse  and  belie  Univer- 
salists.

RECOLLECTIONS  OF  THE  REVOLUTION. 

BT  A  SBROKANT.  i

When  the  British  army  under  Lord  Cornwallis  enter¬ 
ed  Now -Jersey,  I  was  with  a  deUtcbincnt  of  Col.  Dur- 
keo's  rogiinent  atid  some  riflemen  at  Haverstraw,  on  j' 
the  hanks  of  the  Hudson,  watchin*  the  movemenis  ofl', 
two  74  gim  ships  lying  at  Tappnti  Day.  On  one  ocen-  I 
aion,  Hovcrul  Ltntish  boats  were  sent  to  take  possessiott  | 
of  some  vessels  near  the  western  shore,  containing  j, 
flour.  .\s  they  were  appruaciiing,  aure  of  their  prey,  jl 
we  paraded  on  the  bunk,  and  gave  them  suph  a  warm  i' 
rccepiioii,.t;iiit  they  were  gl.id  to  retutn.

On  the  night  of  the  Ittkit  ul  Uecemher,  I77U,  the  '

terod  at  Trenton.  At  daylight,  on  tire  morning  of  the 
S7lb,  we  entered  the  viliege.  The  hail  ond  ruin  which  j 
wts  then  felling,  rendered  our  eapeditiou  somewhat  uu- '' 


eoinfortable,  but  probably  led  the  enemy  to  consider 
themselves  more  secure,  as  we  were  among  them  be¬ 
fore  they  were  scarcely  aware  of  our  approeM.  • 

Uen.  Mercer  comuiaiided  die  division  to  which  I  be¬ 
longed,  being  the  advance  gu.-ird.  Gen.  Washington  ! 
was  engaged  in  directing  the  inanceuvres  of  the  whole. 

Tlie  striking  uf  a  intiskel  ball  in  a  post  near  me,  while 
on  the  march  gave  ns  the  first  indication  lliat  wo  were 
discovered.  This  was  iiniiiudiately  succeeded  by  ihe 
tiring  nf  the  Hessian’s  cannon.  To  avoid  these,  we 
filed  off  from  the  main  road  to  the  right,  attacked  uiul 
immediately  silenced  them,  ticverul  oi  the  eiiefliy 
were  left  dead  and  the  rcmiiinder  saved  themselves  by 
flight,  leaving  four  hra.ss  tield  pieces  in  our  hands. 
These  we  lefl,  and  hastened  the  pursuit.  The  Hessians 
having  spent  Christmas  night  in  revelling,  were  wholly  j 
unprepared  fur  this  unexpected  attack,  and  made  lint  j 
little  re.-Utunce.  They  were  driven  out  of  the  road , 
into  an  open  held,  and  were  endeavoring  to  retreat  to  j 
a  wood  nut  far  olF ;  but  Washington  anticipating  tiie  at- 1 
tatupl,  Imd  placed  a  body  ol  troops  in  aiiibiisli  to  inter¬ 
cept  tlfeiii,  who  suddenly  arose,  and  the  Hessians  seeing 
no  hope  of  escape,  surrendered  on  tlie  spot. 

It  was  said  they  had  been  taught,  that  if  they  were  ta¬ 
ken  prisoners  by  the  rebels,  they  would  be  killed  and 
eaten. — They  were  coiidticled  acros-s  the  Delaware,  and 
some  uf  lliem  appeared  very  much  dejected.  One 
yuiiiig  ensign,  1  observed  weeping  os  lie  went.  On 
being  asked  wliat  was  the  matter,  he  replied.  ‘The 
I  ies.seinau  march  ill  the  mild  to  day,  to-morrow  bans 
lip.’  On  being  assured  that  he  should  not  be  injured, 
he  appeared  overjoyed,  and  exclaimed,  *  Good,  good, 
officer  !’  Several  Americans  were  killed  and  wounded 
in  tlie  attack,  and  mure  of  the  enemy. 

W’hen  we  relumed  through  ihe  village  after  the  battle, 

I  saw  a  Hessian  soldier  who  had  been  wounded,  hang¬ 
ing  in  a  .saddler's  shop,  by  the  sleeves  of  his  shirt,  and 
dead. — Rather  than  fall  alive  into  our  hands  he  had  put 
an  end  to  his  existence. 

A  young  iii.iii  of  niy  acquaintance  was  severely 
wounded  in  the  action  with  a  bullet,  and  died  two  days 
afterwards.  Five  or  six  of  us  who  knew  him,  dug  a 
grave  on  the  banks  uf  the  Delaware,  laid  a  rough  board 
on  the  liutloin,  and  one  on  each  side,  and  then  placed 
the  body  between  iheiii — laid  another  board  above, 
and  covered  him  w  iiii  the  earth  and  lefl  him.  'I'his 
w  as  a  iiiuuriiful  funeral  to  me, — but  itsiinpressioliswas 
soon  forgotten  amid  Ihe  more  severe  trials  which  follow¬ 
ed.
